A Viciv from tlie Moon. 
From Professor Langley’s illustrated ar­ 
ticle oil the “ Planets and the Moon,” in 
hi? series on the “ New Astronomy,” in 
the March Cmt-ury, we quote the follow­ 
ing: The truth is, however, that, looking 
at the earth from the m oon, the largest 
moving aViimal, the whale or the elephant, 
would be utterly beyond our ken ; and it is 
questionable w hether the largest ship oa 


the ocean w ould be visible, for th e popular 
idea as to th e m agnifying pow er of great 
telescopes are exaggerated. It is prouable 
that under any blit extraordinary circum­ 
stances our lunar observer with our best 
telescojxea could not bring the earth within 
less than an apjiarent distance of five hun­ 
dred miles ; and the re;ider may judge how 
large a moving object must be to be seen, 
much less recognized, by the naked eye at 
such a distance. Of course, a chief inter­ 
est of the supposition we are making lies 
in the fact that it will give u j a measure of 
our own ability to discover evidences of 
life in the moon, if there aro any such as 
exist here; and in this point of view it is 
worth while to repeat that scarcely any 
temporary phenomenon due to hurnau ac­ 
tion could be visible from the moon under 
the most favoring circumstances. An army 
such as Napoleon led to Russia might con­ 
ceivably be visible if it moved in a dark 
solid column ncro-a the snow. It is barely 
possible that such a vessel as one of the 
largest ocean steamships might ho seen, 
under very favorable circumstances, as a 
moving dot; and it is quite ¡«robable that 
such a conflagration as the great fire of 
Chicago would be visible in the lunar tel­ 
escope, as something like a reddish star on 
the night side of our planet; hut this is 
all in this sort that could be discerned. 
By making minute majis, or, still better, 
photographs, and comparing one year with 
another, much however might have been 
done by our lunar observer durin; this 
century. In its beginning, in comjiarison 
to the vast forests which then covered the 
North American continent, the cultivated 
fields along its eastern seaboard would 
have looked to him like a golden fringe 
bordering a broad mantle of green; but 
now he would see that the golden fringe 
has pushed aside the green farther back 
than the Mississijipi, and would gather his 
best evidence from tlie fact (surely a note­ 
worthy one) that man, as represented by 
thejieople of the United States,bas changed 
one of the features of his world during tlie 
present century to a degree visible in an­ 
other planet!

rhc question is still being «lelmtctl: 
Who was responsible for tho failure of 
! irr'.g tion measures in the ffenatc?” 
We have l ,vn exceedingly solicitous that 
a wise ami juit irrigation system should 
be set up. 
We have urged concessions and 
compromise-’, that some practical resulta 
might Ih' Attained. 
We regret profoundly 
Üiat the whole cnbje( t-matter has been 
postponed. 
It will profit nothing to irriga­ 
tion interests to evolve the truth as to the 
responsibility for failure. I>ut it will profit 
the truth to examine the rceord, and will 
result in preventing public misapprehen­ 
sion and ‘defeat the cuds of demagogao 
and 
political 
cuttle-fish 
are 
now 
locking to darken the waters to conceal 
their dismal failures. The friends of irri­ 
gation, who had held two Conventions 
prior to the meeting of the Legislature, 
sent before that body a representative 
committee to present bills for the estab­ 
lishment of an irrigation system. Those 
hills were net presented at the o|**ning of 
the session, a- they certainly should havo 
bet'n. 
They were difficult to prepare; the 
committee had before it n grave problem, 
but it cannot be denied that it was not 
diligent in securing a front place for its 
m ea-uro. which might have been done 
even while the work of preparation and 
perfecting went on. 
The fact remains that 
the bills v re held lack until the files 
were wr’i lorded up in both houios. 
The 
chi' f fight centered about Assembly Ilill 
No. 1li*. 
IjOt it lei asked iHrsistently by 
the friends of irrigation why this was not 
Assembly Bill No. 1. 
iu the Senate 
the lending irrigation bill was No. 210, and 
identical with Assembly Bill No. 110. 
W hy was 
not this No. 
1? 
Senator 
Filcher pushed a water-rate regulative and 
quasi-irrigation bill before that body which 
became law, though severely criticised, and 
its num’oer was 22. 
There are not wanting 
those who (li.rrge that these irrigation 
measure- were purposefully held back, in 
order to create capital for a factious politi­ 
cal clique that has manifested the inten­ 
tion to duniiuate the Democratic party and 
ride a railroad liobby to death. 
Senate 
Bill No. 210 was not introduced until 
February and not referred until February 
0th. 
February 9th the Committee on Irri­ 
gation reported back the irrigation bills, 
with 
advice 
that 
they 
be 
referred 
to 
the 
Committee 
of 
the 
Whole. 
At this, the Chairman of the committee, 
Senator Tavlor, gave notice that on the 
following day he would move to amend 
the Senate standing rules, so as to create a 
new rule, providing for the Committee of 
the Whole to consider tho irrigation bills 
from 3:30 to 5 r. m. on each legislative day. 
W hen this came up, Messrs. MoClnrc and 
Whitney warned the Senate that if tho 
Contnittee of the Whole sat as was asked, 
the bills, on being reported back, would 
go to the foot of the file, and in all prob­ 
ability could not lie reached that sewion. 
■Nevertheless, thg "friends" of the bills 


insisted that the Committee of the Who’e 


w a s what they wanted, and as they had 
charge of the bills, Renatora McClure, 
W liltney and YTooman and other Senators 
who differed vrith this policy, voted with 
the irrigators, to givo them what they 
askod. 
It would have been better had the 
Senators named adhered to their own 
judgment. 
The idea had been promulgated that the 
railroad companies were opposed to irriga­ 
tion bills and plans, and that these Sen­ 
ators were the subservient agents of the 
railroads. 
Nothing could be more false 
than that the railroad corporations were 
opposing plans for the development of the 
country, and the Senators named could 
have afforded to bear the calumny show­ 
ered upon tlietn, and, for the sake of the 
irrigation interests at stake, have insisted 
u p .n their joint regarding the danger to 
the hills, and havo crushed their slander­ 
ers later. 
On the-21 A of February Assembly Bill 
No. 410 was received in the Senate and 
referred to tiic t'ominittee of the Whole. 
On the 2Gth of February the Committee 
of the Whole reported back the bill», ad­ 
vising 
that 
they 
should 
not pass. 
Assembly 
Bill 
No. 
410 
and 
other 
irrigation 
bills 
were 
considered 
in 
Committee of the Whole each day from 
February 10th to the 2d of March, when 
the committee reported all the bills to the 
Senate, but declined to mnke any recom­ 
mendation. 
In this lot was an Assembly 
constitutional amendment (No. 3), which 
it was claimed by the irrigators was one 
of the most important bills iu their inter­ 
est, and of all others should pass. 
Under 
the Senato rules this proposition belonged 
opona h]K»cial file, but it was placed upon I ho 
general file and was No. 219 uj.cn th at file 
Instead of No. 73 on the special file, as it 
should have been. 
Had Senators Reddy 
and Del Valle and other shining lights 
who were the ostensible advocates of irri­ 
gation interests, and 
the 
pronounced 
friends of the 
Stockton 
Democracy, 
been true to the measure, they would cer­ 
tainly Lave seen to il that it had the favor­ 
able place that was its duo upon the files. 
It is a fact, that it is impossible for them 
to deny, that the measure was allowed to 
¡¡ngc-r upon the general file for four days 
before an attem pt was made to place it 
upon the special file. 
Tho inquiry is 
pertinent, “ Was this neglect purposeful, 
in order to force the irrigation question 
into the next campaign and give such as 
lieddy, Del Valle, and others of that fol­ 
lowing new opportunity to pose as the 
friends of tho people?” 
We know, at 
least we believe, that the irrigators' com­ 
mittees were sincere, earnest, and 
not 
parties to any purposeful delay. 
Bat we 
also believe that Messrs. Green, Shorb, 
Ifudnut and their colleagues were in un­ 
fortunate 
hands, 
and 
had 
reason 
to pray 
for 
deliverance 
from 
their 
friends. The Senate was especially dilii- 
gent on March 4th, and disposed of numer­ 
ous bills. 
The constitutional amendment 
referred to, had it been properly placed, 
would have been 17 on the file on March 
5th, instead of which it was No. 88. 
Now, let us suppose the friends of the 
bill had la!Hired to take it up, and had in­ 
sisted that it be placed upon the special 
tile, to which rank it was entitled, it will 
lie seen that it would have been reached 
and read for the first time March 5th, aud 
for the second March Gth, and for the third 
March 7th.

Wc find that on March 4th Senator Kel­ 
logg moved the following resolution : 
Itc.t'jlccd, Tlint the Secretary of the Senate be 
and he is hereby iuatructed that iu making np 
tlie files tor to morrow, March fill), he pluec tho 
As.-omt.ily bills first upon the files, leaving all 
Senate bills, whether upon tho third, second or 
first reading file, lielow all Assembly bills, and 
th at only Assembly hills shall bo considered In 
their order on the tile during the session on said 
5th of March; provided, that whenever an As­ 
sembly bill relates to the same subject matter 
as a ¿emite bill, the Assembly bill may he sub­ 
stituted on the file tor the Seuatebillof the same 
readiug. 
The resolution was adopted. 
By it As­ 
sembly Bill No. 410, which was No. 210 
(Vi the file of March 4th, became No. 79 
on the file of March 5th. 
We next find 
that on the 5iii Senator Vrooman moved 
the adoption of the same resolution as to 
the making up of the file for March Gth, 
and the resolution was adopted, .and under 
it Assembly Bill No. 410 appeared on the 
tile of March 6th as No. 59. Senator 
Vrooman, just previous to the adjournment 
of the Senate <ui March 6th, made a per­ 
sistent effort to have a large number of 
Dills considered under the urgency clause, 
the provisions of the Constitution that 
bills shall be read upon three several 
days suspended, and that the bilk be 
considered as read the first and second 
time and placed upon tho third reading 
file. Supjios© that in this he had been 
successful; a mass of bills blocking the 
way of Assembly Bill No. 410 would 
have been 
di.-posed of. 
But Senator 
Del \ alle, who of all others of the 
upper house lias posts! as the injured inno­ 
cence of Democracy and the self-constituted 
friend of the down-trodden people, resisted 
the Vrooman effort and the resolution was 
withdraw u. 
Yet we find in the history 
we are now examining that, despite the 
action of Del \ alle and his close associates, 
Assembly Bill N u.-110 was down to the fifty- 
ninth place on the file March 6th. 
Had its 
friends desired to reach the bill they could 
have done so by insisting on the regular 
order of business and disposing of all the 
bills upon tho file. This might easily have 
been done that day, and this bill 410 have 
been reached. 
But instend of this .Senator 
Reddy, at the early session March 6th, 
moved to suspend the rules aud take up 
the bill out of order and read it the first 
time. Then followed a ¡►arliamentary de­ 
bate that lasted all day and that evening, 
and finally, when a vote was reached upon 
the motion, it was lost by the following 
vote, a mere majority not being sufficient.

So it will be seen that the alleged 
friends of the railroad company—the men

March 7th it appears that Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 410 had the fifty-fifth place 
on the file. 
That day Senators 
Mc­ 
Clure aud 
Vrooman 
urged that the 
file be adhered to, and the bills whittled 
down, and finally ail bills down to 29 were 
disposed of. On the 9th Assembly Bill No. 
410 stood No. 33 on the file, and Assembly 
Constitutional Amendment No. 3 was only 
fifth on the file. 
How easy it was to con­ 
sider the file and reach l>oth measures 
every impartial observer of that day’s pro 
feedings knows, and it resided wholly with 
the alleged friends of irrigation to have 
accomplished this result. 
But they pur­ 
sued a diflerent course, and they allowed 
many bills to Ik? taken up out of order, the 
whole list being lover down on the fie than 
Constitutional Anretirhnenl So. 3, and all of 
them, save two, were lower numbers oa the 
file than fated Assembly Bill No. 410. 
Senators Del Valle and Reddy voted during 
tho sitting on March 9th to take up all of 
these bills out of order, and failed to make 
a single appeal for the measure supposed to 
be iti their charge. They could have pre­ 
vented the taking up of bills out of regular 
order, f«>r it required only fourteen votes 
to shut off that business. March 10th, wo 
fiud tliat Assembly Constitutional Amend­ 
ment No. 3 was still fifth on the tile, and 
Assembly Bill No. 410 was numbered 27 
On the file. 
Now, it was easy to work off 
tho file and reach the bills that day, hut 
Senator Reddy tried to take up Assembly 
Bill No. 410 
out of 
its regular or­ 
der. The motion 
to uo so was lost 
by 
the 
same vote as 
the previous 
motion, except that of Senator Days, who 
voted with the irrigators. So the record 
discloses that McClure 
and Vrooman, 
W hitney, Knight, Perry, Eoutier and 
other Senators, wT.o have been counted bv 
enemies of the railroads as always voting 
in favor of so-called railroad measures, 
voted in favor of taking up the bill out of 
order. 
No further attempts were made 
by the friends and advocates of irrigation 
to get irrigation bills considered. 
This is the history disclosed to our re­ 
porters in their search of the records and 
their inquiry into facts, and of their cor­ 
rectness there can be no possible doubt. 
So the irrigation bills, after passing the 
Assembly, were smothered iu the Senate 
by either the mismanagement or the pur­ 
poseful action of the pronounced friends, 
who claimed 
the sole right to man­ 
age thorn.

the reader noto the 
condition 
of 
the 
files 
as 
given 
on the dates stated, and take into consid­ 
eration the fact that a majority vote, which 
the irrigators had on every test, could have 
disposed of tho hills on the file that stood in 
front of the irrigation bills, while a two- 
thirds vote was required to take up such hills 
out of order. Let him also keep in view the 
fact that no attem pt was made by tho 
managers of tho bills to take them up until 
after the constitutional limit of tho sitting 
of the Legislature under compensation had

Good Suggestions. 
Superintendent Moulder, of the San 
Francisco School Department, has issued 
a circular to tho teachers, suggesting that 
the annular eclipse of the sun, which ls to 
take place next Monday, muy be made, in­ 
telligently' handled, occasion of striking 
interest and profit to pupils, and leave an 
impression that will last through life. IIis 
remarks apply equally well to instructors 
in all portions of the State, and wc give 
circulation to a portion of them: “ As the 
time of greatest obscuration will bo about 
8:45 a. m. by your school clocks, when most 
of the pupils have assembled in the yards, 
they may avail themselves of the opportu­ 
nity, before the opening of school, io ex­ 
amine the eclipse, under the guidance and 
instruction of yourselves nml assistants, 
through smoked 'glass. I would recom­ 
mend that Principals, and such of their 
class teachers as they may designate, ex­ 
plain, and illustrate their explanations by 
diagrams on the blackboard, the leading 
causes of eclipses. Much interesting col­ 
lateral information may thus be imparted. 
The principal elements that enter into 
an 
exact 
calculation of 
an 
eclipse 
may 
be 
explained, 
such 
a s : 
The 
distance of the sun and of the moon 
from the earth; the circumference of the 
earth’s orbit (599,194,000 miles) and its 
mean velocity per hour (05,460 miles); the 
diameter of the sun (850,1U0 miles), of the 
moon (2,182 miles), and of tho earth (in 
round numbers, 8,000 miles); the moon’s 
modes, etc. Explain why some eclipses of 
the sun are annular, others total, and 
others partial; and why an eclipse like 
that of the 16th of March is annular to the 
inhabitants of a narrow belt on the earth's 
surface, partial in otho: parts, and invisible 
in many others. 
I have found that 
children who comprehend the fact that an 
eclipse of the sun is caused by the interpo­ 
sition of the solid body of the moon be­ 
tween the sun and the earth, and that this 
eclipse can only take place at the time of 
new moon, are frequently at a loss to un­ 
derstand why such an eclipse docs not 
occur at every new moon. This will fur- 
uish an opportunity to explain the inclina­ 
tion of the plane of the moon’s orbit to 
that of the earth's, and the nature of the 
moon’s modes. Show how the magnitude 
of tha eclipse in any given place depends 
upon the latitude of the place, and that its 
visibility depends upon the longitude.” 


DirtrrnBtiiA a t C rockett. — A corre­ 
spondent writes from Crockett, located be­ 
low Benicia, to correct a dispatch as to the 
extent of diphtheria disease existing at 
that place. He says the report greatly ex­ 
aggerates the facts, as there have not been 
to exceed a dozen or fifteen cases instead of 
thirty as stated. He claims that Crockett 
is one of the healthiest of places, and that 
the disease did not originate there from 
impurity of water or other causes, but was, 
he thinks, imported from Oakland.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Police Commissioners.—A meeting of 
the Boar,! of Police Commissioners was 
held at the station-house yesterday after­ 
noon, all tiic members present. After a 
private consultation of about half an hour, 
the Board held an open session, when the 
President, Mayor Brown, slated that tho 
Board had derided that it was inexpedient 
at the present time, when the force was 
about to work under tin- new conditions 
rendered necessary by the passage by the 
Legislature of the biil prohibiting the 
licensing cl gaming, to hold an election for 
policemen or make any changes. The 
Board was. determined that gambling 
should he stopped, and to that end every 
oflicer would he called upon to work earn­ 
estly. The Board reserved the right to 
hold an election for a new force at any­ 
time in tho future it deemed proper, and 
aiso to remove any otficer for cause. Chief 
Jackson and Judge Henry coincided in the 
expressions of the Mayor, and declared a 
determination to hold the officers to strict 
accountability. It is understood that the 
City Trustees will, at their meeting next 
Monday, repeat the ordinance licensing 
- games, and an understanding will then be 
arrived at as to when the war on the gam­ 
blers will be inaugurated.

A. Fisk against Chief Engineer 
Sullivan of the l ire Department and the 
management of the fire-aiarr.i telegraph.

1SÍU, and see whether or not there 
are entries recorded of moneys received 
from the Bedrock Mining Company and 
Paragon Mining Company ? 
Witness—Yes, sir. It api-ears that both 
are entered as having paid §0 75 each.

1 think 
perhaps Mr. Danforlli was there. Don’t 
remember how long I staid ; perhaps an 
hour, maybe only half that long. Don't 
remember where I went from Sacramento 
on that particular trip. 
Question—Dill you not register at the 
Golden Luglt on December (j, 1SH2? 
Witness—1 don’t remember. 
Question—Do you know why you came 
to tiie city at that time? 
Witness—Can’t think of any reason why 
I came at ttint time. 
Question—Did you reprimand Burns for 
his official conduct ? 
Witness—Don’t know as I did. We 
tnlkcd over tite situation, and lie promised 
to fix tilings up. lie said lie hud perfected 
the title to his property in Woodland, and 
would be able to straighten things out. 
lit- bail wade me this same promise a thou­ 
sand times before. 
Question—Do you remember the time 
you wrote your resignation 7 
’ Witness—No, sir; 1 don’t remember the 
exact date. 
Question—Do you not rcnieinl«er tlmt or. 
your return from a trip to San Franc.-*««. 
von found a letter on your desk from Mr. 
Burns saying that if you did not stay at 
home more and apply yourself cle-cr to 
the duties of your office you would be 
discharged, and ihereuimn you immodi- 
attlv wrote vour resignation ? 
Witness—There was nothing of the kind 
transpired. 
t¿ii istion—Do I understand, Mr. Rey­ 
nolds, that tite reason you resigne«l tiie 
office vuu held under Mr. Burns was that 
los accounts were in such bad shape you 
could not stand it, and also on the advice 
of your friends ? 
Witness—Yes, sir; that was the reason. 
Question—Yesterday you said you hud a 
mcmt randum of the tags Mr. Burns had 
in the safe, (’an you now produce it?

He was Surveyor-Gen­ 
eral of the State at the time D. M. Burns 
was Secretary of State. Ho produced the 
monthly receipts for moneys he had paid 
into the Secretary of State’s office, a large 
number of which were signed by Mr. 
Reynolds. He said ho knew the money 
was paid into the Secretary of State’s offico. 
and when ho paid it over himself he was 
sure it was received by the party signing 
the receipt. 
The receipts were placed in evidence. 
H. P. GAMBLE 
Testified that for tho past year he had re­ 
sided in Fresno. He was acquainted with 
the defendant. Was a clerk in the Secre­ 
tary of State's office during bis incum­ 
bency. In the office I made out certificates 
of incorporation, recorded them and made 
certified copies. Witness named the em­ 
ployes of the office during the time he was 
there. Don’t remember of ever examining 
any of the blotters of tho office, and don’t 
remember the date that 1 saw them last. 
Never had any occasion to look after tho 
cash book. Do not know there was one 
prior to July, 1882—that is, I don’t know 
positively.

Made Uto entry in 
the blotter, and would turn it over to Rey­ 
nolds, if he was there, and, if not, to Mr. 
Danforth. Have no recollection ol receiv­ 
ing money for ballot paper. 
Recess, 
AITKR.VOON SESSION. 
At the reassembling of Court Mr. Rey­ 
nolds was again placed on the stand, He 
produced a small memorandum book, in 
size about three by five inches, containing 
about thirty pages, and having a light 
paper cover. The twvok, he said, contained 
a memorandum of the tags Mr. Burns had 
placed in the safe fur money taken out, and 
had failed to replace them with coin when 
he left the office. The tags, lie said, were 
collected each month, placed in envelopes 
and properly indorsed. The totals for the

The entries were written with a lead 
pencil, were not in the least blurred, and 
the hook was in an excellent state of pres­ 
ervation. indicating that it had been 
handled but little. Witness said lie had 
carried it in Ids pocket hut little, and when 
he did so it was always inside an envelope 
or another book. 
Question—You account for n large 
amount of this deficiency, but what becanto 
of the balance of the money not accounted 
for, and which amounts to $!2,&f>0 more? 
Witness—All that I can say is that I did 
not get it. 
Question—W hat became of the deficiency, 
according to your own book, of $4,009, 
over and nhovo the amounts entered on 
your memorandam? You did not enter 
anything you did not receive, did you? 
Witness-—1 have answered that before, 
t don’t remember .of ever receiving any 
money.from Mr. Burns. He never left any 
money with me to pay his bills. No one 
ever gave me any money to be placed to 
liis credit that I ran remember. 
General Hart showed him six warrants 
for §250- each dated July, 1S80; October, 
InnO; July, ISoi ; January, 1881; Febru­ 
ary, 1881, and March, 1891. all drawn by 
the Controller in favor of D. M. Burns anil 
indorsed by Thomas H. Reynolds. They 
were for Burns’ monthly salary. 
Question—Do you remember of drawing 
bis warrants, and with the money so re­ 
ce; veil taking up his tags? 
W itness—I have no recollection of ever 
receiving his salary. 
Question—Weil, it is evident you did 
draw his salary, else why your indorse­ 
ment ? 
Witness—Well, if I did draw it I suppose 
I handed it over to him. 
Question—Did you not at one time write 
Burns, addressing him at Troutdale, in 
Lake county, saying you had drawn his 
monthly salary, taken up his tag for §100, 
and put the $150 to one side for him ? 
Witness—No, sir. 1 did not. 
Question—Will you swear that when 
Mr. Burns handed you his warrant for 
February lie did not also huud you $40 in 
coin, the two together making him situare 
with the safe? 
Witness—I have no such recollection. 
Question—Did you not tell Harry Gam­ 
ble that Vou held the original tags against 
Burns, and that you liad given theiu to 
your attorney ? 
’ Witness—No, sir. I did no(. 
Question—If you had the original cash- 
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book in your possession, how long would 
it tako you to writo up a little book like 
that? 
Witness—I conld not write it from the 
casb-book, for the tag9 were put down at 
the end of the month in a total. 
Question—Do you remeuiber Governor 
Perkins paying $75 in on a tag, which was 
money loaned to the Republican Sailor 
BoyJ’C'lub ? 
Witness—No, sir. I do not. 
Question—M ill you swear that Governor 
Perkins did not pay $75 within a week, 
and Burns pay the other $75 within the 
month, taking tip the entire tag? 
Witness—Have no recollection of any 
such transaction. 
Several other items were taken up and 
discussed similarly. One tag in the month 
of August, 18.81). was charged to Tharp, 
$357. The ballot-paper book shows that 
Tharp paid in that month $357. and coun­ 
sel for defense claimed that witness must 
be a little mixed u]>on that. 
Question—How does it happen that in 
January. 1880, the tag was only $80, yet 
your deficiency was over $ ’.00? Where tliil 
the balance go to? In February the tag 
was $(00, yet you claim a deficiency in that 
month of $3Í2 2). If Bunts got $100, 
where did the other $212 25 go to? W ho 
got away with that? 
. 
Witness—I have no idea, sir. 
Question—W ho at that time had charge 
of tho cash book and was custodian of the 
funds? 
Witness—W hile there? was supposed to 
be the custodian of the funds. 
Question—Iu December, 18s0, you have 
a tag against Burns of $266 50, yet your de­ 
ficiency is §200 00. Where did the bal­ 
ance go? 
Witness—I have no idea, sir. 
Question—Iu May, 1881, a tag for $725 
ami a deficiency of $1,115 06; in June, 
1882, it tag for $282 50 and a deficiency of 
§8.30 25. W hat has become of all that 
money ? You only charge Burns with 
getting a portion of it. 
Witness—I have no idea and no knowl­ 
edge of it. 
Question—Well, who should have an 
idea of it, who but you kept the book* and 
had cl large of the funds? In April, 1882, 
a tag against Burns for $234 50 and a de­ 
ficiency of $99(3 75. Who gut away with 
the $702 ‘25 that month ? 
Witness—I have nu idea. 
Question—March, 1882. tag against Burns, 
$202 .30; deficiency for tho month, $1,073. 
W hat was wrong that month? 
Witness—I have no idea, sir. 
Question—Then I am to understand from 
your answers that you have no idea what 
became nt any of the money lost to the 
State except v hat was on those tags? 
Witness—That's ail. 
redirect examination. 
Witness;—Before I left the office 1 gave 
all the tags to Mr. Burns. He and I looked 
over the account together atul ho did not 
dispute it. He was in the habit of allowing 
ids current bills to he jsiid in the office. 
Mr. Burns, Mr. Danforth and myself had. 
access to the safe daring tite day. All of 
the clerks in tiie office except Gamble knew 
of the tags in tlie .-afe against Burns Mr. 
Burns very often examined the cash book. 
Witness-said he never received a cent in 
the office for fees which be- did not correctly 
enter in tho cash book. Ju January,T883, 
witness said be was in Durango, Mexico. 
in recro8s-examinatir.li witness said he 
did take the blotter from the office to the 
mine in Placer county. 
At 5 r. it. adjourned to 10 a. m. to-day.

In her “ Guide to Methods of ln-ect 
L ife” Miss Eleanor A. Ormerod, consult­ 
ing entomologist to the Royal Agricultural 
Society, divides the insect enemies of the- 
farm into 'three orders, which are subdi­ 
vided and classified in a manner readily 
understood by non-scientific readers.

“ The skipjacks, or 
click beetles, do little if any harm in the 
beetle state, but in the grub state—that is, 
what we know aswirewornis—the mischief 
and lo-3 they cause to the country are be­ 
yond calculation. 
The wireworms will 
feed on tho r- ofo of almost all farm crops 
excepting mustard, and live for five years 
before they rx.-a.se eating to turn to chrysa­ 
lids and thence to click beetles. They are 
commonly

take their name from their great likeness 
to a short, thick piece of flattened wire. 
T he click beetles arc of many kinds, and 
commonly about a quarter to ball’ an inch 
long and about a third of that in breadth, 
and of a brownish color, and take their 
name from their power of regaining their 
position when laid on their backs by a 
sudden jerk or skip into the air, accom­ 
panied by a click. 
The female lieetle lays, 
her eggs on, or a little below, the surface

W hen the pastures are broken 
np these tough-skinned gruí* are in no 
way hurt, but remain in the ground ready 
to feed on each succeeding crop that is put 
iu uutil the time for their change comes.

To prevent egg-laying, the 
gTound should be made as unsuitable as it 
can be for the purpose. 
It is advised to 
feed down the grass as boro as possible be­ 
fore i.¡owing, or to go further and pen 
(fold) sheep on it, gradually moving the 
hurdles forward so that every part of the 
field may he thoroughly trodden. The 
sheep in this case arc fed with turnips 
and other regular feoding-stufis, and the 
amount of liquid and other manure thus 
worked into the land thoroughly prevents 
tiie field being inviting for eggs to ho laid 
on it, and destroys any that might I>e iqw.n 
the surface.” 
From this it would appear 
that plowing the land in the fall would 
favor the increase of wire-worms, since tho 
loose soil would afford a suitable place of 
refuge for them. 
Miss Ortnerod has this 
in mind when she says: “ It is advised to 
plow iii good time in autumn, and work 
the land well, -o us to get it in good order 
and consolidated, and, either by burning, 
rotting or whatever means may be pre­ 
ferred, prevent it being kept open and full 
of harbors for wire-worms; stubble und 
roots, cabbage-stalks or bean-haulm, and 
all such matters, are wirc-worm helpers.” 
Barnvani manure is often found to harbor 
wire-worms, l.nt thoroughly salting it will 
destroy the jest.
